As members of Congress representing the communities in the New York metropolitan area, we 
are committed to ensuring that our constituents continue to have opportunities to earn a living 
and raise their families in dignity and security. We hope that your organizations work together in 
good faith to come to an agreement that continues to grow American’s workforce in the U.S. 

American Airlines currently employs more than 2,000 aircraft mechanics, technicians, fleet 
service personnel, and other ground-based crews at LaGuardia, John F. Kennedy, and Newark 
Liberty airports represented by the Transportation Workers Union of America (TWU) and the 
International Association of Machinists and Aerospace Workers (IAM). These positions are 
critical for air travel safety and for American Airlines’ efficient operation in the Greater New 
York Metropolitan Area. These workers have good-paying, middle-class jobs and help generate 
millions of dollars of economic activity across the northeast. Your organizations have played an 
integral role in our region for decades and have provided many of our constituents with living 
wages even as the cost of living in our area has greatly increased. We want to ensure you 
continue to be an integral part of our region’s workforce and economy. 

Aircraft maintenance and repair is an essential component of airline safety. Congress has 
mandated that all maintenance work be held to the high standard set forth by the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA). However, there have been several instances in which foreign 
repair facilities have failed to meet this standard in key areas of safety and security, particularly 
as pertains to drug and alcohol testing and security background checks. We hope any current, 
overseas employees who have an impact on the safe operation of flights are held to the same 
high standards as those here at home, while continuing to have a qualified, domestic workforce. 
We would like to know how your organizations will ensure these two important goals are met.
